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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed potential problems with the rejection. Mr. Munger 
suggested that because of the elongated nature of Yochim, putting handles in the middle of it might not open the whole 
clip because it might be too flexible. The Examiner still considers the combination to be feasible. Mr. Munger also 
suggested some possible new claim limitations, such as, calling the indicia "advertising indicia," reciting that there is 
adhesive on all three sides of the label and indicia on all three sides, and reciting the approximate proportions of the 
binder clip. The Examiner indicated that calling the indicia "advertising indicia" would have no effect on the rejection, 
and pointed out that Viewables has adhesive on all sides and indicia on all three sides .
